The  Critical  Task  Measurement  System  for  the  Platoon  recognizes  die  fact  diat  platoons 
operate  within  the  context  of  a  higher  (company  and  battalion)  mission. 

The  tactical  nature  of  a  battalion  task  force  means  that  it  retains  a  level  of  tactical  inde  pendence 
not  found  at  either  the  company  or  platoon,  its  primary  subordinate  elements.  It  is  extremely 
difficult  to  derive  a  tactical  assessment  of  a  subordinate  unit  (company,  platoon)  in  the  absence 
of  its  higher  headquarters.  As  an  example,  one  platoon  participating  in  a  task  force  dcfcnsrvc 
mission  may  have  done  a  splendid  job  of  planning  and  preparation,  but  b^ause  of  its  location 
on  the  battlefield  (perhaps  the  flank  of  the  forward  company),  itis^veirunduiing  axegimental  - 
attack.  Another  platoon,  positioned  elsewhere,  may  have  done  a  truly  ies§  than  disrrial^ob'-ia 
all  phases,  but  survives  intact  because  it  was  bypassed.  ’  , . 

However,  regardless  of  the  role  played  by  the  platoon  in  the  overall  effort,  it  is  still  possible  to 
develop  constructive  feedback  through  the  application  of  critical  t^ks.  Each  platoon'is 
required  to  plan,  prepare,  and  execute  an  independent  mission  thatis  tied  to  the  overall  scheme 
of  maneuver  for  the  parent  company.  A.clear  patterit  of  activity  can  be  followed,  despite  j 
varying  levels  of  action  exp,;rienced  and  without  regard  for  circumstances  beyond  platoon 
control,  such  as  the  placement  on  the  battlefield  by  the  company. 

Platoon  critical  tasks  focus  on  that  which  is  within  the  platoon’s  scope  and  capability.  In  this 
regard.  Command  and  Controland  maneuver  functions  are  clearly  within  the  capabilities  of  the 
platoon  leadership  as  is  NBC.  Tlie  platoon  is  situationaliy  dependent  for  access  to  engineer  and 
fire  support  resources.  Combat  Service  Support  and  Air  Defense  assets  are  limited  to  an 
immediate  survival  capability.  Intelligence  analysis  is  beyond  the  scope  of  the  platoon,  butits 
application  is  critical  to  mission  success.  This  is  the  framework  of  plaiooh  mission  critical 
tasks. 

The  critical  tasks  are  mission  specific  and  condition  generic.  That  is,  the  mission  diives  the 
application  of  the  respective  tasks,  which  must  be  completed  without  regard  to  surrounding 
conditions.  For  example,  the  task  of  Issue  an  Operations  Order  must  be  timely,  complete,  and 
address  the  mission,  but  is  issued  without  regard  to  suirounding  conditions  such  as  terrain. 

Tasks  are  porformed  in  a  logical  sequence  from  the  beginning  of  a  mission  to  the  end  and  are 
typically  grou  ped  and  interrelated  with  other  tasks.  As  a  result,  task  conditions  are  tied  to  the 
flow  of  the  mission  and  the  clusters  of  tasks  occurring  in  order  during  the  planning,  preparation,  | 
and  execution  phases. 


To  facilitate  task  sequencing  and  linkages,  the  tliree  majorphases  of  the  planning,  preparation, 
and  execution  have  been  segmented  into  nine  supplementary  phases.  The  planning  phase,  for 
instance,  has  four  segments:  Conception  (understanding  the  assigned  mission);  Analysis 
(identification  of  resources);  Integration  (fitting  all  variables  into  a  coordinated  package);  and 
Order  (presentation  of  the  complete  plan  to  subordinates). 


Critical  task  measurement  is  structured  to  be  platoon  specific,  follow  the  flow  of  the  mission, 
and  be  outcome  oriented.  It  is  designed  to  determine  not  only  the  “how  well”,  but  “why”  to 
ensure  continued  effective  unit  training!  “  '  .
